If the planned closure 
goes ahead, criminal 
cases will transfer to 
Cardiff and family 
matters to Port Talbot. 

Mr Jones said: “As a 
former practitioner, I am 
greatly concerned by 
the consequences the 
closure of Bridgend 
Law Courts would 
bring.

Candidate wants 
trains to come 
back to Porthcawl 


THE Conservative 
Assembly candidate 
for Bridgend has 
called for a study to 
extend the proposed 
Cardiff metro 
system to 

Porthcawl. 

George Jabbour, who 
is facing First Minister 
Carwyn Jones AM in 
next year’s elections, has 
urged the Welsh Labour 
Government to look into 
the future and consider a 
light rail link to 
Porthcawl. 

Mr Jabbour, who has a 
degree in civil 
engineering, is calling for 
a feasibility study. 

He said: “Porthcawl is 
a major tourist 
destination in Wales and 
it is vital that it has 
proper transport links 


with major towns and 
cities to attract more 
visitors. 

“Currently, Porthcawl 
is linked by buses to 
other nearby towns. 
However, based on the 
published plans of the 
Welsh Government, the 
proposed metro system 
will only link Porthcawl 
via a ‘strategic bus route’ 
to Bridgend. I don’t 
believe that this is much 
different to the current 
situation. 

“Therefore, I would 
like to urge the Welsh 
Government to run a 
feasibility study to 
extend the metro system 
to Porthcawl, other than 
by bus.

winning artwork go 
on display in 
London. 

They have been 
selected to be part of an 
exhibition at the South 
Bank Centre after 
enjoying outstanding 
success in this year’s 
Koestler Awards. 

These are run by the 
Koestler Foundation, a 
UK charity that helps 
mental health patients, 
prisoners and detainees 
lead more positive lives 
by participating in the 
arts. 

Patients at Caswell 
Clinic in Bridgend have 
taken part every year for 
the last five years - and 
this year has been their 
most successful yet. 

Caswell Clinic is a 
medium-secure forensic 
mental health unit 
located at Glanrhyd 
Hospital. 

The purpose-built 
clinic provides specialist 
healthcare services for 
people from South, West 
and Mid Wales who have 
mental health problems 


and are offenders or have 
the potential to offend. 

Occupational therapy 
technician Louise Taplin 
encourages patients to 
enter the Koestler 
Awards as part of her 
duties at the clinic. 

Louise said: “This 
year a handful of patients 
between them produced 
35 entries. A lot of them 
were traditional paintings 
and drawings but we also 
had crafts, poems and 
digital imagery - patients 
using Photoshop to 
manipulate images. 

“We also had 
traditional photography, 
including wildlife 

pictures by one of our 
patients who took them 
while on community 
leave.” 

The awards attract 
more than 7,000 entries 
annually and everyone 
gets a participation 
certificate. There are 
category winner prizes 
ranging from £20 for a 
bronze award to £100 for 
platinum award. 

This year, Caswell had 
17 successes, including 
four platinum awards, 
along with bronze and 
silver awards, while 
other entries were either 
commended or highly 
commended.

giving up smoking.” 

She has had the 
support of Stop Smoking 
Wales, the NHS’s free 
service to help people 
stop smoking. Despite 
having support, she 
acknowledges it has not 
been an easy journey: 

“I first started 
smoking at about nine 
years old and by the 
time I was of the age 
where I was leaving 
school, I smoked 20 a 
day. This dramatically 
increased to around 60 
cigarettes a day by the 
time I was in my late 
twenties; 

“I have always 
wanted to give up 
smoking but have never 
felt that I had enough 
willpower to even try - 
the thought of not 
smoking actually scared 
me!” 

Her desire to kick the 
habit was also motivated 
by her love for those 
closest to her: “I have 
three beautiful little 
granddaughters and I 
don’t want to be 
remembered for being 
the Nanny that stank of 
smoke. Also, they made 
me realise that the 
money I was spending 
on cigarettes could be 
better spent.” 

The potential savings 
from stopping smoking 
are huge. A twenty-a-day 
smoker who gives up 
could save themselves 
£56 in a week, £243 
over a month and a 
whopping £2,920 over 
the course of a year. 
Kay’s 60-a-day habit 
would cost 

approximately £8,760 a 
year. 

Stop Smoking Wales 
hopes Kay’s story will 
encourage others to take 
up the Stoptober 
challenge regardless of 
how heavily they smoke. 

Ashley Gould, of 
Public Health Wales, 
said: “Kay’s story is 
really inspiring as it 
shows that even those 
with a significant 
smoking addiction can 
quit with the right 
support.”

‘60-a-day’ Gran kicks 
her smoking habit 
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Town torn between grief for fallen and 
welcome for the brave men of the 23rd 



CERI JOSEPH of 
Porthcawl Museum 
continues her 

history of WWI in 
Porthcawl. This 

week she looks at 
October 1915. 

EFORE the 
month was 
out in October 
1915 British troops 
would begin landing 
on Salonika, Britain 
would declare war 
on Bulgaria, and a 
German air-ship 
raid on the east 
coast would cause 
200 deaths. 

The Dardenelles 
Committee in London 
would decide to begin 
the troop withdrawal 
from the Gallipoli 
peninsula under the new 
Commander in Chief Sir 
Charles Munro, and 
Nurse Edith Cavell 
would be assassinated by 
a German firing squad 
on October 12, for 
assisting the Allied 
soldiers she was caring 
for to escape from the 
hospital in Belgium and 
into neutral Holland. 

At home, the town 
was torn between 
grieving for the 
Porthcawlians who fell 
at the Battle of Loos 
(mentioned last month) 
and welcoming the 
arrival of a new 
battalion, the 23rd 
(Pioneer) Battalion, 
Welsh Regiment. 

The Battalion, formed 
in Porthcawl, began 
enlisting in September. 
According to Private 
Sidney Cook, a postman 
from 6, George Street, 
Porthcawl, who enlisted 
on November 23,1915, 
the battalion then left 
Porthcawl on April 19 
for East Anglia, where 
they joined up with the 
69th Division. 

Transferring to 
Pirbright, they 
eventually left 
Devonport on July 13 
for Salonika where they 
joined the 28th Division 
as a Pioneer Battalion, 
on August 24. While 
stationed at the British 


base in Salonika the 
battalion, nicknamed the 
‘Pick and Shovel 
Brigade,’ saw action 
north of Lake Doiran, 
Macedonia; occupied 
Mazirko, and captured 
Bulgarian trenches in 
Barakli and Kumli. 

Finally, in September 
1918, following the 
surrender of Bulgarian 
forces at The Battle of 
Dorian, the battalion 
moved to Gallipoli and 
occupied the Dardanelles 
Forts as a result of the 
Armistice of Mudros, 
October 30,1918, which 
signalled the end of 
hostilities in the Middle 
Eastern Theatre. 

The Allies were to 
occupy this territory 
until 1923; the 23rd 
Battalion, however, 
returned home in 1919. 
Private Cook was to 
survive the war yet died 
in 1927, due to 
complications caused by 
the severe bouts of 
malaria that he had 
suffered during his time 
in Salonika . 

Bertie John, of 
Brisbane House, New 
Road also enlisted in the 
23rd Battalion on 
October 30,1915. Due 
to a chronic respiratory 
illness he was 
discharged in 1916 - yet 
in 1918, he is found 
serving in India with the 
South Wales Borderers. 

His tenacity and 
determination to serve, 
however, may have 
further affected his 
health, as he was to 
succumb to Spanish Flu 
in 1920, leaving a wife 
and son. 

Private Isaac Owen 
(circled in photo) a coal 
hewer, from 
Pontycymmer, who 
enlisted into the 23rd in 
September 1915, met 
Blodwen Davies while 
billeted in the town. On 
June 7, 1919, following 
his return from the war 
they were married at 
Bethel Chapel, South 
Road. 

Isaac didn’t return to 
the pits after the war but 
worked as a mason’s 
labourer and, sadly, died 
at work in Fairfax 


Crescent on December 
20,1935 of a heart 
attack brought on by the 
malaria he, too, had 
contracted in Salonika. 

Other Porthcawlians 
who enlisted in the 23rd 
were to become officers: 
Sergeant Russell Mably 
(centre circle in 
photograph) a Great 
Western Railway 
passenger clerk at 
Porthcawl railway 
station lived at The 
Cottage, 36 Mackworth 
Road; Sgt Mably 
enlisted in January 1916 
but was later 
commissioned as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the South 
Wales Borderers on 
January 29, 1918. Lt 
Mably was to retire from 
the Welsh Regiment on 
January 25, 1924. Later, 
as chairman of the 
Porthcawl Urban District 
Council he was to 
officiate at the opening 
of Griffin Park, and the 
Pavilion in 1932. 

A relative, Lance 
Sergeant Edward Pearce 
Mably (left circle) of 2, 
Wells Street, was 
another 23rd recruit. 

Son of Arthur Mably the 
harbour pilot, he worked 
as a grocer’s assistant in 
the town before the war. 
After the war, he moved 
to Exeter, where he 
married Flossie Sprague 
in 1922. He died in 
1983. 

Finally, Lance 
Sergeant Leonard 
Richard Rowe (right 
circle), a boot and shoe 
salesman, was the son of 
Benjamin Rowe who 
owned a draper’s shop 
on Station Hill. Leonard 
was to die in 1928 aged 
31 years, yet another 
victim of health 
problems caused by war. 

By October 1915, 
recruitment for the 23rd 
again brought concerns 
over billeting in town. 

It was felt that 
‘ officers responsible for 
billeting will show a 
spirit of fairness when 
billeting the men ’ 

0 Porthcawl News 22nd 
October 1915)-, 
consideration should be 
given to ‘ cases where 
husbands and sons have 
joined the colours. It 
would be some 
recompense to 
struggling wives and 
mothers .’ 

Elsewhere in 
Porthcawl, the manager 
of the GWR stated that a 
footbridge across the 
dock was soon to be 
erected, the Belgian 
Refugee Fund was in 
dire need of funds, the 
3rd Welsh Regiment 
would shortly leave their 
camp at Newton, and the

up again. 

Interestingly, it was in 
October 1915 that the 
committees of the Rest 
and Southemdown 
Homes agreed to 
‘accede to the request 
made by St John 
Ambulance Association 
for the use of the 
buildings for the 
reception of wounded 
soldiers during the 
winter months .’ 
{Porthcawl News 15th 
October 1915.) 

It was agreed that 
both institutions be used 
until April 15, 1916. In 
fact, both institutions 
were home to the St 
John Association and the 
Red Cross until April 
1919 having, by then, 
nursed over 2,500 
soldiers. 

On October 10 this 
year, Porthcawl Museum 
will open an exhibition - 
‘Nursing in World War 
One’ which, apart from 
displaying a 
comprehensive account 
of British nursing during 
the period, will also 
focus on the nurses at 
the Rest Home. 

The centrepiece of the 
exhibition will be 
photographs of Edith 
Cavell’s funeral, taken 
by a Porthcawl man, 
which will be on view 
for the first time. 

Finally, when the new 
battalion at Porthcawl 
was first conceived it 
was to be called the 
22nd Battalion. When it 
was finally named the 
23rd, a wag in Porthcawl 
commented that they 
were known as the 23rd 
instead of the 22nd, 
because ‘Everything is 
going up!’

A S the summer comes to an end, 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council is 
now back in session. 

While August did not bring the sunny weather 
that many of us were hoping for, the summer 
recess allowed my cabinet colleagues and me to 
take the time to review the council’s progress over 
the last year and to map out what we plan to 
achieve in the next cycle. 

Our enthusiasm for this was greatly buoyed by 
the news that we received at the start of the month 
that the Vale of Glamorgan had been ranked as the 
top performing Council in Wales by the Local 
Government Data Unit. 

The data unit publishes an annual report 
comparing the performance of all local authorities 
in Wales in delivering a range of essential services. 

For an independent national body to have 
ranked the Vale as the nation’s best performing 
local authority speaks volumes about not only the 
work of the Council but also of our ability to meet 
the unprecedented challenges that we are currently 
facing as a result of public sector spending cuts. 

One of the ways in which we will overcome this 
great challenge is by working more closely with 
other organisations to deliver improved services 
for our residents. A great example of how we are

already doing this is the Cyd Cymru collective 
energy switching scheme, registration for which 
opened again this month. 

The now national Cyd Cymru scheme started 
life as a partnership between the Vale Council and 
the City of Cardiff Council and has since expanded 
to include local authorities, housing associations 
and charities from across Wales. 

The scheme has saved households across Wales 
over £800,000 through lower energy prices since 
its launch. 

If you haven’t already signed up, then you can 
do so at www.cydcymru-energy.com or by calling 
0800 093 5902. Registration for the next switch is 
open until October 19 and the more people who 
sign up to the scheme the bigger the savings will 
be. 

Helping people secure lower energy bills is one 
of a number of ways in which the Vale Council is 
working to tackle fuel poverty, an issue that will 
blight many lives as winter approaches. 

It is a sad fact that many people are unable to 
pay the cost of heating their homes during the 
colder months and one that we are determined to 
play our role in addressing. 

It is for this reason that I was so pleased to hear 
that the Vale Council had secured more than £2.5m 
of investment from Welsh Government as part of 
the latest round of eco-funding support for homes 
in Wales. 

The funding will be used to provide warmer and 
more fuel efficient homes for tenants and residents 
of the western side of the Gibbonsdown estate in 
Barry by installing wall insulation and heating 
controls, replacing boilers, and upgrading draught 
proofing. 

This will result in significant savings to the 
energy bills of the residents of the 230 private and 
council homes that are set to benefit. 

Upgrading our housing stock for future 
generations is another key area of work for the 
authority. The Vale Council provides housing for 
people across the county and it was wonderful to 
see so many of them attend this year’s annual 
Festivale tenant engagement event in August. For 
us to improve the way in which we work it is 
essential that we have face to face conversations 
with our residents about what matters to them.

VIEW FROM THE VALE

In this respect, Festivale was a huge success. 
More than 500 people attended and were able to 
gain information and provide feedback not only on 
council services but also those of many of our 
local partners such as the money advice service, 
Safer Vale, and South Wales Police. 

Events such as Festivale bring home, not just 
the wide range of people working to improve 
communities in the Vale, but also the importance 
of having strong communities where people work 
together to support one another. It is with this 
strong sense of community in mind that the Vale 
Council has acted swiftly in response to the 
refugee crisis that has occupied all branches of the 
public sector in the UK in recent weeks. 

Catering for Syrian refugees 
I DO not believe that anyone in the Vale could 
not have been deeply touched by many of the 
traumatic images that have been broadcast on 
our television screens in recent weeks. 


The unfolding crisis is one that requires swift 
and decisive action from all public bodies. On 
September 21 it was agreed that the council will 
participate in the Syrian Vulnerable Persons 
Relocation scheme and the Home Office scheme 
associated with the resettlement of Afghan 
individuals and families. 

Furthermore to ensure that the authority is fully 
able to respond to the crisis, £100,000 has been 
set-aside over a two -year period to support asylum 
seekers and refugees who may be relocated to the 
Vale. 

It is important to stress that this is part of a 
collaborative regional approach being undertaken 
in partnership with Cardiff City Council, Cardiff 
and the Vale University Health Board and 
community groups. Nonetheless, we have made a 
commitment to play our part in addressing this 
humanitarian crisis and have made the necessary 
preparations to do so. 

• I would like to close this month’s column by 
reiterating my comments above about the 
importance of Vale of Glamorgan residents sharing 
with us their views on the way in which the council 
works. 

As a demonstration of this council’s commitment 
to engaging with the public, we launched the 
Community Cabinet events three years ago. 

The next cabinet meeting to be taking place in 
the community is on Monday, November 16 at 
6.30pm at the Paget Rooms in Penarth. 

Attendees will have the opportunity to ask any 
questions they may have of my cabinet colleagues 
and I, and we, look forward to seeing many of you 
there.

Vale Council to draw up new proposals 
for secondary education in Barry 


The Vale Council is to draw up 
a new set of proposals for 
improving secondary schooling 
in Barry following consultation 
with parents and pupils. 

It announced in March that it 
was poised to make a multimillion 
pound investment into education in 
the town. 

An extensive public consultation 
exercise was then undertaken on 
initial proposals in May and June, 


the results of which were due to be 
reported to the council’s cabinet on 
October 5. 

The results of the consultation 
demonstrated that there is 
considerable support for expanding 
the number of Welsh medium 
secondary school places in the Vale 
and for introducing mixed 
schooling for boys and girls in the 
town’s English medium schools. 

However, the council says the 
majority of those who responded to 


the consultation were also of the 
opinion that Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg should be expanded on 
its current site and that the creation 
of two new mixed English medium 
schools would be preferable to a 
larger single school. 

In response to this the council’s 
cabinet will be asked to give 
authority for a new plan for the 
transformation of education in 
Wales’ largest town to be prepared, 
based on the responses to the 


consultation. 

Coun Chris Elmore, cabinet 
member for children’s services and 
schools, said: “The report that I 
will be taking to cabinet on October 
5 will recommend that the council 
does not proceed with the original 
proposal, but instead establishes a 
new Barry Schools Transformation 
Board to carry out feasibility work 
on alternative options.” 

The Barry Schools 
Transformation Programme is part 


of the Vale Council’s ongoing 
programme of school investment 
that has so far seen £101 million 
spent on improving school facilities 
across the county. 

The report going to cabinet also 
recommends that a programme of 
works for Barry Comprehensive 
School should be drawn up with a 
view to making immediate 
improvements to the school’s 
buildings.

W HAT types of fuel are available 
for solid fuel systems? The Solid 
Fuel Technology Institute has 
this to say: 

WOOD has two immense advantages - it is a 
renewable fuel and is part of the carbon cycle. 

Because a burning log can’t give out any more 
carbon than the tree took in while living, it is 
considered to be greenhouse gas ‘neutral’. 

When wood is cut down its cells are full of 
water. Burning such wet or ‘green’ wood wastes 
heat in making steam and produces flammable, 
acidic tars which will cling to, and can very rapidly 
damage, your stove and chimney. 

Therefore, logs should be dried for at least a 
year, out of doors in free air protected from rain, 
and split lengthways. When dry enough to bum, the 
ends will develop radial cracks. 

The fine white residue produced when wood 
partly bums is not ash, but the remains of cell walls 
which can bum if kept hot enough, so don’t de-ash 
a wood fire until absolutely necessary. Wood is not 
a smokeless fuel, but it can bum without smoke on 
some specially-designed appliances. 

BIOMASS is a general term for recently- 
harvested plant material to be used as fuel. As well 
as wood, it includes bagasse (the fibrous residue 
from sugar cane or sorghum stalks); nut shells; pips 
and stones from olives and other fmit; straw; hay; 
dried seeds such as maize, barley or wheat. 

PELLETS - Bio-fuel pellets made from wood 
(or, occasionally, grass) can be burned only on 


special-purpose stoves and automatic-feed boilers. 

They offer most of the environmental benefits of 
natural wood, with greatly improved convenience. 

PEAT or TURF - Peat is woody material which 
has semi decomposed over about 1,000 years. It is 
the earliest stage in the formation of coal. 

The nearly black moorland or bog peat should be 
dried and treated as for wood. Peat is highly 
volatile, easy to light. It will bum on open fires and 
most closed stoves. 

LIGNITE or BROWN COAL - Lignite is a 
natural mineral, intermediate between peat and 
coal, formed over about 4,000 years. 

It lights easily and burns well, though some 
varieties produce very large quantities of ash. Apart 
from a small deposit in Ireland it is rarely 
encountered in the British Isles, but is 
commonplace in Central and Eastern Europe. 

BITUMINOUS COAL - Bituminous coal, is 
raw, natural coal, from woody deposits of about 
100 million years ago. Inexpensive, easy to light 
and fairly low in ash, it bums with great heat and 
an attractive flame. 

However, it produces tarry smoke which will 
tend to stain stove windows, and large volumes of 
flammable gas which make it difficult to control so 
that it often bum excessively violently on closed 
stoves not specially designed for it. 

It is the traditional fuel for Victorian bar-fronted 
fireplaces, where the very large ‘cobbles’ size 
would have been used. Modem appliances 
generally prefer the smaller ‘trebles’ or ‘doubles’. 
Some types swell and become sticky when hot - 


use the poker to break it up. 

ANTHRACITE and the very similar DRY 
STEAM COAL are natural, smokeless, hard, shiny 
forms of coal formed at great depth over some 300 
million years. 

In appearance anthracite is similar to coal, very 
near black, but less dusty with a distinctive shine. 
Anthracite is largely carbon and very dense, 
making it able to bum with great heat and almost 
no smoke for a very long time - up to 24hrs per fill 
even on the simplest stove. 

But it contains very little volatile matter so can 
usually only be lit from another fuel, such as wood, 
which is already burning well and it and will not 
work on most ordinary open fires, nor on many 
closed stoves. 

Choose the ‘small nuts’ size for most stoves, or 
the tiny ‘peas’ ‘beans’ or ‘grains’ (also called Rice 
Coal) for specially designed automatic feed stoves 
and central-heating boilers. Although expensive per 
kg, anthracite is usually very economical in use.

Moon landings: 

true or false? 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum, was one of our 
own members Mike 
Cheeseman who gave 
a thought-provoking 
presentation about the 
moon landings in July 
1969. 

He started with the 
build up of the space race 
between the Russians 
and the Americans, with 
information about the 
American Moon 

Landing, which he 
followed up with a film 
of the event, which all 
members clearly 

remembered. 

Although not 

declaring any personal 
beliefs, he then detailed 
the various suggestions 
that have been purported 
to say it was all a hoax. 

He detailed the 
reasons why some people 
think it was a faked 
landing. These included, 
there was no impact 
crater, although the 
covering on the moon 
showed footprints; there 
are shadows shown in 
different directions on 
photographs, although 
the only source of light 
on the moon is the sun, 
the shadows are cast in 
various directions. 

There are reflections 
in the astronauts’ visors, 
that allegedly show other 
persons behind the 
camera; the movement of 
the flag, when there is no 
atmosphere to move 
them; there are no stars in 


any of the photographs of 
the horizon; the letter ‘C’ 
is clearly carved on one 
of the stones in the 
foreground, similar to 
those used by film 
makers, the photographs 
were taken with 
‘celluloid’ film, which 
has a melting point of 
170 degrees, whereas the 
temperature on the moon 
is reputed to be 230 
degrees. 

Mike posed the 
conundrum, how could 
such a gigantic fraud be 
kept silent for so many 
years? He also pointed 
out that eight of the 
astronauts originally 
involved, had died within 
three years of the event, 
all in unexpected 
circumstances. 

The forum members 
then asked numerous 
questions, and many 
thrilled at the event at the 
time, left convinced that 
it may all have been a 
hoax.

T HE life of 
James Dean 
burned 

bright and then 
was brutally 
extinguished in a 
car crash in 1955. 
While the actor 
only made three 
films, he left an 
indelible mark on 
cinema and 
popular culture, 
meaning that 60 
years after his 


death Dean is still 
living on. 

Anton Corbijn’s 
latest film, Life, tells the 
story of a particular 
chapter in Dean’s life - 
where he (played here 
by Dane DeHaan) was 
pursued by 
photographer Dennis 
Stock (Robert 
Pattinson) to shoot a 
pictorial for the highly 
influential Life 
magazine prior to the 
release of East Of Eden.

determined to capture 
this rising star on film, 
and Dean torn between 
fame and reality, the 
pair find themselves 
getting to know each 
other... 

It’s interesting that 
for his fourth feature 
film, Anton Corbijn (a 
renowned music 
photographer of the 
likes of U2) has taken 
on the subject of 
photographers and their 
pursuits. His films have 
always shown a 
gorgeous visual sense, 
his grounding behind 
the lens clear to see, but 
have struggled to carry 
the necessary pace to 
really wholly engage 
the viewer. 

Life is very much of 
the same ilk, looking 
beautiful but a little too 
still and reflective for 
its own good, even 
though the central 
performances are 
thoroughly engaging 
and enjoyable. 

Quite whether 
Corbijn was ever driven 
to the almost stalker¬ 
like levels of chasing 
his intended quarry as 
Stock is here, would be 
intriguing to find out, 
but clearly he sees a 
kinship with the 
character of Dennis 
Stock. 

The balance between 
making a living through 
red carpet photos and 
pursuing a noble (yet 
financially 
underwhelming) art 
looms large here, not 


just in Stock but also in 
Dean, a man seemingly 
happy to ply his trade 
without having to jump 
through hoops and play 
the publicity game, an 
‘actor’ not a movie star. 

Although the 
characters are 
superficially different, 
beneath the surface they 
share a kinship with this 
internal debate, one that 
slowly drip-feeds 
throughout the film. 
Their relationship is 
almost quid pro quo - 
Stock wants to shoot 
Dean so that he can use 
the actor’s rising profile 
to boost his own career; 

Dean doesn’t want to 
sell his soul to celebrity, 
but realises that being 
shot by Stock could be 
best option of them all. 
While their similarities 
are clear, their constant 
bristling gives the film a 
dynamic. 

The pair are well 
played by Pattinson and 
DeHaan. For the 
former, it is a clever 
piece of casting, putting 
Pattinson as a foil to a 
film star whose profile 
has skyrocketed and 
whose every move is 
scrutinised, and while 
he could have brought 
plenty to the Dean 
character, he essays the 
character of Stock with 
a sly desperation and 
desire to make the best 
of his situation. 

While the pair strike 
up what seems to be an 
unlikely friendship, 
there are small moments 


(a camera appearing at a 
dinner table) where the 
relationship between 
them is made clear. 

For DeHaan, playing 
an icon in Dean could 
have been a burden, but 
instead he plays the 
man beneath the icon. 
Befuddled by his 
burgeoning celebrity, 
his care-free personality 
hides a desire for things 
to stay as they are, a 
visit to his family’s 
farm which takes up 
much of the film’s 
second half; an 


intriguing insight below 
the surface that DeHaan 
nails beautifully. 

There isn’t much in 
the way of pace, 

Corbijn allowing the 
film to move naturally 
and very much driven 
by the characters, which 
some may find a little 
too slow for their tastes. 
While it may not be the 
zippiest film, however, 
Life is an intriguing 
study of relationships 
driven by need, of 
celebrity culture and of 
a James Dean shorn of 


his status. 

VERDICT -Aslow 
burner of a film, Life 
may not move quickly 
but packs quite a punch 
through its lead 
performances of Robert 
Pattinson and Dan 
DeHaan. Well-directed 
by Anton Corbijn, the 
film plays as an 
interesting look under 
the surface of celebrity 
culture. Enjoyable.

Penarth Ramblers’ walks 


and Wiltshire 


take 

SEVEN Penarth 
and District 
Ramblers, 
including leader 
Phil, travelled up 
to Aldbourne to 
tramp along ridges 
and old byways, 
while passing a 
variety of historic 
burial mounds and 
small villages, as 
well as the lovely 
countryside of 
Wiltshire, where 
the downs are 
composed of 
chalky soil. 

Leaving the typical 
English village green, 
they noted the Bronze 
Age barrow known as 
the Giant’s Grave 
before moving on to the 
small hamlet of Upper 
Upham, dating back to 
Roman times and the 
impressive Upham Hall, 
a 16th century mansion 
house. 

They moved on to 
Liddington Castle, a hill 
fort over 2,000 years 
old built to command 
the view over the River 
Og valley; and then on 
to overlook an old 
World War Two airfield 


in Wye 

where Easy Company 
of the US Army 101 
Airborne Division were 
based in 1944 before D- 
Day (they were featured 
in TV’s Band of 
Brothers), before 
descending back to 
Aldbourne. 

Wye walk 

EIGHT walkers, 
including leader Joy, 
headed up to 
Monmouth and, 
crossing the River Wye, 
climbed by road and 
through woodland to 
the Roundhouse at the 
Kymin, where views 
over the town and 
beyond were obscured 
by thick mist. 

After exploring the 
Naval Temple where the 
victories of 16 British 
naval admirals are 
recorded, including 
Nelson, who visited the 
town and the temple in 
August 1802, Offa’s 
Dyke Path led them to 
Upper Redbrook. At 
Newland, they explored 
All Saints Church, also 
known as the Cathedral 
of the Forest. 

Savage Hill led them 
down to Valley Brook. 
They later passed the 
remains of the disused 
stone Monmouth 


Viaduct and iron-built 
Duke of Beaufort 
Bridge, which carried 
the railway line 
connecting both sides of 
the river. Following the 
narrow path beside 
Monmouth School 
playing fields, once the 
site of The Gamblings, 
a ship-building yard, 
they re-crossed the Wye 
Bridge and made their 
way back into 
Monmouth town.

AFC PLAY HOST TO LOCAL TEAMS 


Brian’s 50 
years between 
the flags! 


the 
-to- 

point season gets 
under way in a 
couple of months’ 
time, The GEM’s 
Brian Lee will have 
been covering the 
sport known as 
racing between- 
the-flags, for half- 
a-century. 

Brian first started 
reporting on the 
Welsh hunt racing 
scene for the Horse & 
Hound, Western Mail, 
The Sporting Life, 
Racing Post, The 
GEM and many other 
national and local 
newspapers. 

With the help of 
his book, The Races 
Came Off - The story 
of point-to-point racing 
in South and West 
Wales , Brian looks 
back to the very first 
meetings he covered 
back in 1966: 

I wonder how many 
racegoers at the 
Cheltenham National 
Hunt festival meeting 
of 1966, watching 
Snowdra Queen 
sprinting away from Mr 
Worth in the United 
Hunts Challenge Cup, 
realised that, but for a 
quirk of fate, Bill 
Jones, who was 
plugging away on Mr 
Worth, might well have 
been riding the winner? 

Snowdra Queen's 
owner, Mrs Jackie 
Brutton, had travelled 
to Wales two years 
earlier to buy what she 
thought to be the best 
point-to-pointer in the 
principality - Mr 
Worth. But Mr Worth's 
owner, Jack Thomas, of 
St Athan, turned down 
her offer of £3,000, so 
she settled for what was 
rated the second best, 
Snowdra Queen. 

Had Snowdra Queen 
stayed in Wales, then 
no doubt Castleton’s 
Bill Jones would have 
continued to ride her. 
Bill Jones, who in the 
course of his long 
riding career suffered 
many injuries, 
including a broken leg, 
a cracked collar bone, a 
twisted stomach and 
various other smaller 
injuries, landed his 
100th winner at the 
Llangeinor evening 
fixture at Penllyn (I 
believe this was the 
first meeting I reported 
on). 

The victory came in 
the men’s open race 
when he partnered 
Owen Stephens’ 

Double A to a four 
lengths win over 
Paloma Bridge. 

Besides winning two 
other point-to-points 
this season, Double A 
scored in a hunter chase 



at Taunton. 

A notable absentee in 
ladies’ races was 
Tarpan, who had 
dropped dead after 
running in the ladies’ 
open race at the north 
Hereford meeting the 
previous season. 

So it was left to 
Andy 11 and Ridgeway 
Cross to share the 
honours. The former 
had eight races and the 
only time he failed to 
finish out of the first 
three was when 
slipping up on a bend 
in his final race of the 
season. 

Andy 11's first 
success came at the 
Tredegar Farmers, at 
Lower Machen, when 
beating Zut and 
Blenalink. 

Andy 11 also caused 
a surprise at the Ross 
Harriers when 
accounting for Trixie 
VI and Athlonian. 

At the Pentyrch at 
Llanharry, Andy 11 got 
up in the last few 
strides to beat 
Ridgeway Cross. 

The fourth win was 
at the Curre at Ho wick, 
and was one of the 
most thrilling races of 
the season. 

After lying right out 
of his ground in the 
early stages came with 
a strong late run over 
the last two obstacles to 
beat Zut by a neck with 
Ridgeway Cross less 
than a length away in 
third place. 

The first of 
Ridgeway Cross' four 
wins came at the 
Golden Valley where, 
with Penarth’s Jackie 
Savage in the saddle, he 
came home 15 lengths 
clear of the odds-on 
favourite, Uncle Coke. 

At the Llangeinor 
and Glamorgan 
fixtures, he beat the 
same horse - Zut - to 
record his second and 
third successes. 

Ridgeway Cross' 
fourth win, however, 
was gained at the 
expense of the five- 
year-old chestnut 
gelding Appian Knight 
at the Carmarthen, at 
Killay. 

Of the old faithfuls, 
one must mention 15- 
year-old Blenalink, who 
besides scoring a shock 
win over Gledhill Win 
at the Brecon at 
Llanfrynach, also 
forced a dead-heat with 
Mr Teddy at the south 
Hereford. 

Zut, who had been 
runner-up on four 
occasions, had a rather 
bloodless victory at the 
Llangibby at Penhow, 
near Chepstow, where 
he finished alone after 
solitary rival, Hitched, 
failed to complete the 
course. 

A nice sort was Mr 
D J Isaac’s 10-year-old 


bay gelding 
Knightwick, who won 
four races with 
Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn in the saddle. 

Knightwick was 
responsible, I believe, 
for giving Llewellyn 
his first ever win, one 
of those horses that 
won his races from the 
front, either disputing 
the lead or making it, 
and he was greatly 
assisted by his rider.

Cowbridge’s Jeff Bird 
paid tribute to him: 
“Brian Armstrong was 
one of those rare people 
of whom it was always a 
joy to meet. 

“During the past 


season I came across 
Brian at places as far 
flung as Brecon and 
Godstone on successive 
days and his presence 
always enhanced the 
pleasure of the race 
meeting. 

“Mileage never 
seemed an issue if there 
was a good meeting to 
attend.

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Blast from the past — 1987 by Brian Lee 


AS my point-to-point blasts from the past 
have proved popular with readers, or so 
they tell me, this time we go back to 1987, 
the year Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn retained his Welsh riders’ 
championship. 

This was also the year that the Vale’s Philip 
Williams rode his first winner in five years and 
under the heading ‘Brave Philip Wins’ I reported: 
‘Philip Williams rode his first winner at the Ystrad 
Hunt Point-To-Point since breaking his back in a fall 
five years ago. 

‘Riding Keith Pritchards’ Knock on the Head in 
the restricted open, the 33-year-old auctioneer from 
Tonyrefail came with a well-timed challenge to win 
by three lengths after being slowly away. In the

It is interesting to note that Heather McCaul who 
took the ladies’ open race on Nun Owen is now a 
leading flat race trainer.

Paul Hamer of Coy church near 
Bridgend was in good form at the Llandeilo 
Farmers’ Point-to-Point. He took the adjacent on 
Rogamaja, the men’s open on Immortal Man and the 
restricted on Atlanta Lady. Vivian Hughes won the 
members’ on Patouche and Sally Lewis the ladies’ 
open on Chicas Beau. 

Rhondda farmer’s daughter Shan Morgan, of 
Mandryka fame, rode her first winner in two years 
with a 33-1 victory on her father’s Shirley Creppella 
in the restricted at the Tredegar Farmers. 

Katherine Smith-Maxwell took the members’ race 
on Pining and Tim Rooney the adjacent on Savage 
Sally. The ladies’ open went to Carol Lee on Royal 
Missile. 

Carol’s husband Richard has since trained two 
Welsh Grand National winners at Chepstow. John 
Llewellyn was successful in the maiden on Jump To 
The Beat. Keith Huntley’s Katesville was a good 
winner under Caerphilly’s Tim Jones in the men’s 
open. 

Jones was also in good form at the Tonington 
Farmers meeting and I wrote: ‘Gwent point-to- 
pointer Sweet Rascal was an impressive winner of 
the restricted open at the Torrington Farmers. 
Confidently ridden by Tim Jones of Rudry, Sweet 
Rascal, who is qualified with the Curre Hunt, won 
by two lengths from Kyme Warrior. A former inmate 
of Milton Bradley’s Chepstow yard, the grey Sweet 
Rascal is owned by Mike Clutterbuck. 

‘In the women’s open race Tim’s sister Pip Jones, 
riding John Parfitt’s Eggington, failed by three 
lengths to catch Majetta Crescent ridden by Carol 


Lee. But Pip went away happy in the knowledge 
that she had won the Grand Marnier female novice 
riders’ championship award. 

‘Pip, who rode five winners during the season, 
beat three English riders who had four winners 
apiece. Four of Pip’s wins were on Eggington, the 
horse which gave her her first winning ride at the 
Llangibby the previous season.’ 

Another 20-1 outsider of three to win that season 
was Shepherd’s Walk who, at the Carmarthenshire 
with David Jones in the saddle, took the restricted 
race and it was at this meeting that Bridgend’s Jon 
Tudor won the maiden race on Hey Sonny and 
Treorchy’s John Parry-Keen the adjacent on Bunky 
Star. 

I also reported the death of Magor horse racing 
trainer George Williams, aged 72. ‘He took out a 
permit to train racehorses 55 years ago and was 
believed to be the country’s longest-serving permit 
holder. 

‘His well known green and black colours were 
seen on racecourses up and down the country and 
last year, at his favourite Hereford track, he saddled 
the 20-1 winner Hayakaze. 

‘He had an uncanny knack of winning races with 
old horses and when their racing days were over, he 
pensioned them off at his Magor farm. 

‘He was well known in Welsh point-to-point 
circles and this season had several horses qualified 
with the Llangibby pack.’ 

George always had a friendly word whenever I 
saw him and his son Alan has carried on the tradition 
by training and owning horses ever since. 

And under the heading ‘Llewellyn Retains His 
Title’ I wrote: ‘Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn 
retained his Welsh Riders’ Championship when 
landing a double at the Llangibby Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases with Jump To The Beat and Miss 
Daffodil. The former won by three parts of a length 
from ex-Grand National runner Another Duke. 

Some racegoers thought Llewellyn who, at 40, is 
riding better than ever, had won the men’s open on 
Purple Haze - but the judge thought otherwise and 
announced that Megiddo, ridden by Paul Hamer, had 
beaten Purple Haze by a short head.’ 

Does anyone remember a Cardiff-born blonde 
called Abigail Richards who was apprenticed to 
Gavin Pritchard Gordon, and who won a number of 
races for him in the 1980s? Roysia Boy was one 
that she won on at Hay dock Park when she was aged 
20 .

Roches Du Cayrou is just one of the Arabian 
horses that Delyth has won with this season and 
stable star Noble Athlete, who has won six times at 
Hereford Racecourse, recently chalked-up his 13th 
success. 

George’s father, Steve Blackwell, who hung up 
his riding boots at the age of 39 in 2001 owing to a 
shoulder injury, started his race riding career by 
riding a winner on the flat in the 1970s. 

The highlights of his race riding career were 
riding a winner at Cheltenham, the spiritual home of 
steeplechasing, and riding a four-timer at one of the 
Welsh border point-to-points some years ago.

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WALES’ RUGBY WORLD 
CUP BID IS ON COURSE 

Rorke’s Drift defiance overcomes the odds 



Depleted Wales withstand White heat 
and "all for one’ spirit wins through!

“WELCOME to the biggest game 
in Rugby World Cup 2015 - the 
whole rugby world has been 
waiting for this!” - came the 
stadium announcement, as over 
81,000 spectators (most of them 
home supporters in white) took 
their seats at an expectant 
Twickenham on Saturday 
evening. 

An extravagant claim, perhaps, 
for what after all was just one pool 
match among many in a global 
contest that includes the likes of 
second-ranked Australia and 
champions New Zealand and had no 
immediate bearing on the final 
outcome still over a month away. 

But this was England versus 
Wales - a full-blooded clash between 
two arch rivals which for drama and 
excitement was worthy of the World 
Cup Final itself - such was the nail- 
biting intensity of a pulsating, edge- 
of-the-seat encounter that surely 
rivalled anything that had gone 
before in 127 meetings since the first 
one on February 19,1881. 

It was also the defining moment 
when head coach Warren Gatland’s 
injury-ravaged Welsh team would 
finally come of age and boys became 
men in the white heat of a truly 
heroic, backs-to-the-wall, Rorke’s 
Drift effort that saw them win 
through 28-25 - literally against the 
odds. 

The bookies, the London-based 
media, and even some doubters at 
home - had written off Welsh 
chances and made England 
overwhelming favourites. 


For if the previous week Wales 
had been giant Goliath facing the 
boy David (Uruguay), this time the 
situation was completely reversed 
facing a dominant England side that 
from the outset, and indeed for two 
thirds of this game, looked as 
though they were going to pummel a 
decimated Wales team off the park. 

...Ah, but not quite, for this was 
the night a wounded red dragon 
breathed fire and defiance - 
epitomised by man-of-the-match 
outside half Dan Biggar, who time 
and again coolly silenced the 
thunderous taunts of ‘ Swing low, 
sweet chario-ot’ rolling around the 
stadium, and kept Wales in the hunt 
with an immaculate kicking display 
whenever they threatened to be 
overwhelmed by the English 
juggernaut, 

Before the home team was known, 
Wales’ defence coach Shaun 
Edwards had warned that England 
posed a potent attacking threat: 
“They can hit you in all ways with 
electric backs and can play expansive 
rugby, but they can also go through 
the forwards with a mauling game. We 
will have our hands full.” 

And, in truth, the latter was the 
case throughout a grim first half, 
which saw the tournament hosts 
totally dominating the set piece and 
loose exchanges, and with an 
outmuscled Wales desperately 
fighting a rearguard battle for 
territory and possession. 

They had gone into this must-win 
pool A clash already cruelly hit by 
an unprecedented injury toll of key 
world class players, including 
influential centre Jonathan Davies, 
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kicking ace Leigh Halfpenny and 
player of the year, scrum half Rhys 
Webb. Alas, the injury jinx struck 
again, with gifted full back Liam 
Williams (only recently returned 
from injury) impressive centre Scott 
Williams and young wing Hallam 
Amos, all forced to leave the field - 
leading to a drastic player 
reshuffle - with replacements 
coming on to play out of position. 

By the end, the battlefield 
resembled a casualty clearing 
station - prompting Gatland to 
comment that he was “fast running 
out of players” - as the Welsh camp 
counted the cost of a remarkable 
victory that is destined to go into the 
annals of Welsh rugby lore. 

It had been meticulously plotted 
and forged by Gatland hundreds of 
miles away from Twickenham 
during the summer - at punishing 
‘boot camps’ in the blistering heat of 
Qatar, on the rarified heights of the 
Swiss Alps, and in the infamous 
cryotherapy ‘ice chamber’ at their 
Vale Hotel base - to achieve 
optimum physical fitness and mental 
conditioning. 

However, as Edwards intimated, 
fitness per se is not enough - more is 
required to win Rugby World Cups. 

Last week this column 
concluded... “There is something in 
the all for one, one for all spirit in this 
depleted Welsh camp that could yet see 


them confound the cynics” (at 
Twickenham). 

It was this unquenchable spirit 
that shone through and ultimately 
was the difference between the two 
sides. 

How else to explain how a group 
of players so decimated and 
disrupted by injury could not only 
withstand such immense, sustained 
pressure from one of the World Cup 
favourites, but in the closing 
minutes turn the tables and snatch 
victory at the death - thanks to 
Biggar’s unerring boot and one 
moment of inspired awareness? 

It came as replacement Lloyd 
Williams, a scrum half playing out 
of position on the left wing, broke 
away down the touchline, looked up 
and cleverly chipped inside to 
waiting scrum half Gareth Davies, 
who adroitly gathered the ball off 
his toes and dived under the posts 
for a try converted by man-of-the- 
match Biggar. This matched 
opposite number Owen Farrell’s 
tally and cancelled out Jonny May’s 
try to level the score at 25-25. 

He then applied the coup-de grace 
with a monster kick from halfway 
worthy of Halfpenny himself. 

There was time for one last 
moment of high drama when 
England unaccountably spurned a 
penalty chance that would have 
levelled the match. They opted 
instead for a kick to the corner, line- 
out and drive - but were 
unceremoniously bundled into touch 
by a ferocious ‘they shall not pass’ 
Welsh counter shove. 

Fittingly, Biggar it was who 
brought proceedings to a close with 


a lob out of play as the final whistle 
sounded - to a roar of absolute 
delight from the vastly outnumbered 
Welsh supporters in the stadium, 
multiplied tenfold in pubs and clubs 
across the land! 

It was a day when, in the 
immortal words of Max Boyce, 
those of us who who were privileged 
to be present were proud to say - ‘1 
was there. r 

Of course, this is not the end of 
the story for bruised and battered 
Welsh bodies that have had barely 
four days to recover before having 
to face the dangerous Fijians at 
4.45pm in the Millennium Stadium 
today (Thursday) in their third pool 
match. 

After Saturday’s heroics, few 
doubt that they will be up to the next 
challenge and this time they will have 
their ‘16th man’, the home crowd, 
spurring them on!
